TO THE INHABITANTS OE THE 
TOWN OE BLOOAVriELD. 


The Town Council presents the following Report 
for the year ending March /, /goo. 


O N the 26th of February the act of the Legislature creating 
the Town of Bloomfield was signed by the Governor, and 
by its terms became immediately operative. The Town¬ 
ship Committee met on the 27th, passed upon the minutes ol 
the previous meeting, and, as provided by law, resolved itself 
into the Town Council of the Town of Bloomfield, acting as 
such Town Council it presents the following report : 

SEWERS. 

At the date of the last annual report Commissioners had 
been appointed to assess the benefits chargeable upon property 
specially benefitted. They have since made their report, and 
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it has been confirmed by the Court. The amount assessed 
upon individual property was $106,944.44, and upon the Town- 
ship-at-Large $50,000.00. Many tax-payers have paid in full 
for their assessments, and the amount remaining unpaid charge¬ 
able against the property of individual citizens has been funded 
in a loan at four per cent, interest, payable in ten j ears, with 
option in the Township to pay any part thereof at any interest 
period after 1900. The amount so funded was $54,000.00. 

The assessment upon the Towusliip-at-Large was funded in 
bonds bearing four per cent, interest and payable January 3 i st, 
1930. The premium secured on these bonds amounted to 
$4,885.00. The negotiations of which you were advised in 
the last annual report resulted in a satisfactory adjustment of 
all questions heretofore unsettled between the Township of 
Bloomfield and the Borough of Glen Ridge. In compliance 
with the terms of the settlement the borough paid to the 
township $77,196.92 for the rights assigned to it in the sewer 
system, and the township paid to the borough $ 5 ,i 5 S- 9 °> 
representing its agreed proportion of the property of the town¬ 
ship at the date of separation, including arrears of taxes col¬ 
lected up to March x, 1899. 

The terms of settlement are recorded in a written agree¬ 
ment duly executed in duplicate. A copy thereof can be 
found in the office of the Town Clerk. 


HEARTH. 

Unusual labors have fallen upon the Board of Health during 
the past year growing out of the cases of small-pox that ap¬ 
peared in our township during the Summer. By prompt and 
summary treatment the spread of the disease was prevented 
and an epidemic avoided. We feel that much commendation is 
due to our health officers for the prompt and fearless manner in 
which they handled this matter. We refer you to the reports 
of our Health Physician and Registrar for a jpore detailed ac¬ 
count of the work of the year. 
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ROAD CONSTRUCTION; 

¥he money appropriated last year for road repairs has beeil 
expended largely in repairs on important streets leading to ad- 
joining municipalities. There are many other important 
streets through which sewers have been constructed requiring 
similar repairs. At the annual election last year the citizens, 
by their votes,’ authorized the issue of $75,000 in bonds to se¬ 
cure money to macadamize practically all the streets of the 
township. Your committee, under this authorization, took 
prompt action by the issue of bonds for $75,000, bearing four 
per cent, interest, which were sold at a premium, realizing 
$83,685.00, We were delayed, however, in the execution of 
the work by the efforts of one of the bidders for road construc¬ 
tion to force upon the committee the acceptance of a bid which 
was not considered as being in the best interests of the Town¬ 
ship. Litigation resulted, and consequent dela}'. The final 
contract was not executed until September 22d, leaving a very 
short period for road construction before the close of the season 
for such work. Vigorous efforts, however, with four separate 
road gangs resulted in the construction of about four miles of 
road before Winter set in. Work will be resumed promply in 
the Spring, and should be pushed to early completion in 
accordance with the terms of the contract under which 
the roads are being constructed, A contract has been 
made for the construction of a storm drain from West 
Belleville avenue through State, Broad and Almira streets to 
Oakes’ pond, draining a low .section and enabling the regrading 
and macadamizing of West Belleville avenue. 


WATER. 

More than usual complaint has come to your committee dur¬ 
ing the past year of the quality of the water furnished by the 
Orange Water Company, and frequent analysis have shown 
material deterioration in quality. We desire to call to the at¬ 
tention of our successors in office the early termination (July 
1st, 1902) of the contract with the Orange Water Company and 
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the importance of securing for the future a full supply of pota¬ 
ble water. 


LIGHT, 

The existing contract for public lighting by electricity termi¬ 
nates February 6th, 1901. Prompt action should be taken 
either to renew this contract or to effect some satisfactory ar¬ 
rangement for public lighting. 

POLICE. 

A full police force has been maintained during the year and 
has given most satisfactory service. 

PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

The Committee on Public Grounds has given the usual at¬ 
tention to the care of the park during the year. We again call 
to the attention of our citizens the desirability of the continu¬ 
ance of the Summer night concerts, and suggest that a general 
contribution should be made to cover the necessary expenses of 
this delightful feature of our summer. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Unusual calls have been made during the year upon our Fire 
Department, and in all cases it has responded promptly and 
rendered most effective service to our citizens in the suppression 
of fires. The quarters furnished the department are most in¬ 
adequate, and should be improved at the earliest possible date. 

SIDEWALKS. 

More than eight thousand feet of sidewalk have been laid 
during the past year, exhausting the appropriation voted for 
this purpose. 

In closing our report we would call the attention of our citi¬ 
zens to the consolidation effected by the change of government 
of the school district with the general Town government, and 
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would state that the outstanding liabilities of the Town of 
Bloomfield, inclusive of the school district are as follows:

There is on hand in cash $19,740.11 in the school fund to 
cover the current expenses to the close of the year. Also cash 
on hand, $54,641.31, in the school fund, raised by issue of 
bonds for construction purposes and not yet expended, which 
amount is drawing interest. 

In the 1 own fund there is cash on hand $61,643.54, being 
the balance unexpended, derived from the sale of bonds for 
road construction, which is also drawing interest, also a bal¬ 
ance of $1,880.94 011 hand for general town purposes.

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HOSE. 

We have now in the department 3,200 feet of two and 
one-lialf inch rubber-lined cotton hose, 2,200 feet of same being 
in fair condition. During the year we purchased 1,000 feet. 
I respectfully call attention to the necessity of facilities being 
furnished the department for drying hose in order to preserve 
same. 

APPARATUS. 

The department has for active service as follows : 

One Hook and Ladder Truck. 

Two Hose Wagons. 

One Four-wheeled Hose Carriage. 

One Two-wheeled jumper. 

RESERVE APPARATUS. 

One four-wheeled Hose Carriage. 

The above apparatus is in good condition with the excep¬ 
tion of the four-wheeled Hose Carriage located at No. 3, 
which needs some repairs. During the year we furnished the 
truck with a new fifteen-foot extension ladder. 


FIRE ALARM. 

Our fire alarm system has been successfully operated 
during the last year with but one exception. On the morning 
of January 13, 1900, it failed to work, causing a delay of 
twenty-five minutes. Arrangements have since been made to 
prevent a re-occurence. 


• OVERHEAD WIRES. 

I think the stringing of wires in the Centre of the town 
§kc>u!d be restricted, as it is fast becoming a net work of same. 
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WATER Supp tV. 

The water supply has been highly satisfactory, & good 
pressure being obtained at all fires. We have 183 fire hy¬ 
drants, which I think would be good policy to have same 
inspected and tested annually. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I earnestly recommend that Essex Hook and Ladder 
Company, No. 1, and Phoenix Hose Company, No. 1, be 
housed in one building, centrally located, also that Active 
Hose Company, No 2, be established in a new building, if 
possible located on Orange Street, as the present quarters are 
unfit for use. I would further recommend that the depart¬ 
ment be furnished with an additional supply of 2,000 feet of 
two and one-lialf inch rubber-lined cotton hose, in order that 
each company may have an extra supply, particularly for use 
in winter, when hose has to be thawed out after use. 

CONCLUSION. 

The past year has been one of the most trying in the his¬ 
tory of the department. And before closing my first annual 
report I desire to extend my sincere thanks to your honorable 
body, the officers and members of the department, and also 
to the Police Department for kind assistance in the perform¬ 
ance of my duties.

HEALTH PHYSICIAN'S REPORT, 


To the Honorable Town Council of Bloomfield , N. J. 

Gentlemen: During the year past the main duties of 
the Board of Health have been those of a routine character, 
such as abating nuisances, the supervision of garbage removal, 
the inspection of plumbing through its inspector, the placard¬ 
ing of houses for contagious diseases, and keeping children in 
such families from attending school. 

On the 11 tli day of Tune last the attention of the Health 
Physician was called to a case in the Franklin Street brick 
row. The question at issue was whether an individual there 
was suffering from small-pox. Dr. White, who had had a 
more extensive experience with the disease than any other 
physician in Bloomfield, saw the case at my request and pro¬ 
nounced it small-pox. The row was immediately quarantined 
and the street in front closed by the police. As no town in 
the neighborhood has a pest house we were obliged to build 
one for ourselves, and were compelled to go to the town farm 
for that purpose, also to buy an old wagon to take the patient 
and his family away in. At the same time the people living 
in the row were all vaccinated. Some only submitted to this 
safeguard on compulsion. The disease was at once arrested 
and not another case has broken out since. A brother of the 
first patient began to sicken a few days later and he was 
promptly taken to the town farm. There is no question but 
that a great factor in the successful stamping out of this out¬ 
break w r as due to the personal courage and promptness of the 
Health Inspector, Mr, Gilbert. These two cases of small-pox 
cost the town more money than any other outbreak of disease 
has ever cost Bloomfield. 

I also present the yearly report of vital statistics. The 
showing of 101 cases of contagious diseases with only six 
deaths is very" gratifying.
